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Woburn appeals board 
to OK crushed stone 
transactions at ‘Ledges’ 
site on Wilmington line

WOBURN — The pro- 
posed removal of crushed 
stone by third-party buy- 
ers would not constitute a 
substantial change in ap- 
proved construction oper- 
ations on the Ledges at 
Woburn site, the city's 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) recently declared. 

During a gathering late 
last week in City Hall, the 
ZBA in a 4-to-1 vote reluc- 
tantly agreed that Woburn 
38 Development's reliance 
upon aggregate material 
customers to haul away 
the majority of ledge from 
1042 Main St, is not mate- 
rially different than let- 
ting the landowners' exca- 
vation contractor handle 
that enormous undertak- 
ing alone. 

In fact, given that the 
developer is significantly 
behind schedule in blast- 
ing away and removing 
that estimated 357,000 cu- 
bic yards of ledge, ZBA 
members argued the avail- 
ability of | third-party 
trucking fleets should be 
considered. a beneficial ar- 
rangement that will speed 
along the affordable hous- 
ing project. 

"There is absolutely a 
benefit to getting this 
[earthworks activity] over 
with. To just limit it to 
Onyx trucks, we'd be tying 
their hands and this would 
go on for years," said ZBA 


member John Ray. 

"As long as there are con- 
ditions on this that can be 
enforced by. the building 
commissioner, I'm -com- 
fortable saying it's not a 
substantial change," ZBA 
Chairman Margaret Pink- 
ham later agreed. 

Specifically, the city offi- 
cials ruled the proposed 
third-party arrangements 
constitute an "insubstan- 
tial" modification to Wo- 
burn 38 Development's ex- 
isting 2015 comprehensive 
permit for a 168-unit hous- 


ing project at the nine- 


acre parcel by the Wil- 
mington line. 

The controversial decla- 
ration by the ZBA sets up 
a final vote next month 
regarding Woburn 38 De- 
velopment's appeal of a 
cease-and-desist order that 
forbids excavation con- 
tractor Onyx Construction 
from fulfilling rock pur- 
chase orders at the active 
construction zone by the 
Altavesta School. 

To the chagrin of resi- 
dential abutters, the tech- 
nical finding also foreclos- 
es the possibility that 
North Woburnites will be 
allowed to directly ad- 
dress the ZBA about their 
concerns with the pro- 
posed change in earth- 
works removal operations. 

The ZBA, which. wants

Woburn releases developer's 
version of Ledges decision

WOBURN — The Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) 
late last week posted a 
draft decision that attach- 
es about a dozen condi- 
tions to Woburn 38 Devel- 
opment's plan to fulfill 
crushed rock orders di- 
rectly from the Ledges at 
Woburn construction site. 

The four-page document 
was posted to the City of 
Woburn website just nine- 
days after the local.officials 
agreed the proposed re- 
moval of crushed stone by 
third-party buyers is not 
materially different than 
letting the North Woburn 
landowners' excavation con- 
tractor handle that task. 

That ruling, made during 
a ZBA meeting in City Hall 
on Oct. 16, sets the stage 
for a favorable decision in 
Woburn 38 Development's 
favor as the firm seeks to 
bypass a cease-and-desist 
order that forbids contrac- 
tors from loading up third- 
party customers' trucks 
with freshly processed rock. 

Presently, the active 
North Woburn construction 
zone at 1042 Main St. is the 
site of an enormous ledge 
removal and rock process- 
ing operation, which will 
pave the way for the erec- 
tion of a 168-unit apartment 
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complex by the Altavesta 
Elementary School. In to- 
tal, some 357,000 cubic 
yards of ledge needs to be 
blasted out of the hilly ter- 
rain and then removed as 
part of the pre-construc- 
tion site work. 

Concord attorney Paul 
Haverty, representing Wo- 
burn 38 parent company 
Franklin Construction, was 
asked earlier this month by 
ZBA Chair Margaret Pink- 
ham to craft the first itera- 
tion of a proposed written 
decision sanctioning the 
third-party trucking ar- 
rangements. 

Though Haverty has de- 
livered that promised doc- 
ument, that draft decision 
posted to the city's website 
in recent days is likely_to 
become subject of further 
revisions as Pinkham and 
ZBA member John Ray 
conduct their own review 
of the proposed conditions. 
The full ZBA plans to vote 
on the final version of the 
decision, which would mo- 
dify Woburn 38 Develo- 
ment's comprehensive per- 
mit for a 168-unit apart- 
ment complex. 

Some of the proposed 
restrictions included in 
Haverty's proposed deci- 
sion are as follows: 

e All trucks entering the 
construction site to pick-up 
processed materials must 
have a carrying capacity 
of at least 18 cubic yards 
and no more than 35 cubic 
yards; 

¢ No trucks will be al- 
lowed to queue along Main 
Street, and all drivers must 
adhere to a truck staging 
plan submitted to the ZBA

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History: 
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Prohibition agents weren’t fond of Chief Walter Hill

The advent of Prohibi- 
tion, nearly 100 years ago, 
put Walter A. Hill in a 
tough position. He had 
been Wilmington’s chief of 
police for eight years. 

The town was fairly quiet 
when he started in the 
spring of 1912. The police 
budget was $350 and he was 
the only full-time officer. 
His pay in 1912 was $272. 
There were several-special 
officers, including the 
selectmen, Herb Barrows, 
Arthur Eames: and Ed 
Nelson Eames. His pre- 
decessor, William Swain, 
had been appointed chief in 
Reading. 

Hill had been a first class 
shoemaker in Stoneham 
for 30 years. In 1909, he 
married Alice Downs and 
moved to Wilmington. The 
Hills lived on Middlesex 
Avenue near Main Street in 
a large home that had been 


part of the Sabra Carter. 


house. 

Prior to 1920, the official 
statistics show very little 
problem with alcohol. 
There were never more 
than five arrests for drunk- 
enness, and in 1914 and 1915 
there were none all. The 
town: logged its first arrest 
for operating under the 
influence in 1913. 

Oral tradition, though, 
gives a slightly different 
story. Chief Hill would occa- 
sionally travel to Lowell on a 
streetcar. 20 minutes after 
leaving Wilmington, he 
would be at a bar in Lowell 
with a cold drink in his 
hand. Then about midnight, 
the telephone would ring in 
Herb Barrows house. 

“Come get your chief,” a 
Lowell officer would say. 

Barrows would hitch up a 
horse and wagon and head 


off to Lowell. There would 
be Chief Hill, in uniform, 
passed out cold. He might 
even be on the sidewalk. 

Barrows would get some 
help and load Hill into the 
back of the wagon. Then he 
would drive him home and 
make sure he got to bed. 
This routine went on for 
years. Most everyone loved 
Chief Hill. 

In 1919, the Eighteenth 
Amendment was ratified, to 
take effect one year later. 
And on Oct. 28, 1919, Con-. 
gress passed the Volstead 
Act, over President Wilson’s 
veto. Liquor became illegal. 

There were a few reper- 
cussions in Wilmington. 
The 1920 statistics show 
five arrests for violation of 
national prohibition laws, 
one for keeping and expos- 
ing liquor, 11 for drunken- 
ness and one for operating 
under the influence. 

On June 3, 1921, Harold 
Wilson was appointed Pro- 
hibition Director for Mas- 
sachusetts. He lived on 
Church Street, next to the 
common. Wilson promptly 
started raiding places in 
Massachusetts where there 
were reports of alcohol be- 
ing served or distilled. He 
led a raid on a farm on 
Shawsheen Avenue, break- 
ing up a large still. 

The local police, though, 
were not keen on working 
with Wilson. He often need- 
ed help with a raid, and 
would try to enlist locals, 
but the officers usually 
knew the subjects and were 
not enthusiastic about raid- 
ing their friends. 

Wilson was fired in less 
than eight months, after 
raiding a large party for 
the governor in Boston. He 
told the Boston Globe that 
he knew it would cost him 
his job, but he had to do it.

Wilson, though, stayed 
quite active in the temper- 
ance movement, delivering 
lectures. In Wilmington, he 
headed an unofficial citi- 
zens committee and was 
critical of Chief Hill. 

There was very little 
activity in terms of liquor 
enforcement for a few 
years. In April 1924, two 
federal agents bought two 
pints of liquor from a man 
on Wildwood Street. He 
and another man were 
each fined $100. 

Things heated up in 1925. 
In late January, state po- 
lice raided a house near 
the Reading line, arresting 
four men..They confiscated 
75 50-gallon barrels of 
liquor and a large quantity 
of unbarreled whiskey. 
They also confiscated an 
unassembled still and 
other paraphernalia. On 
Aug. 7, 25 state police 
swooped in to town, raiding 
a half-dozen places and 
arresting three men. 

Selectmen, meanwhile, 
had not been idle. They had 
hired two private detectives 
as special police, paying 
them $600 for a month’s 
work. They mingled with 
townspeople, gathering 
tips, and then pulled 27 


raids. However, when the 
cases went to court on Aug. 
11, Judge Jesse W. Morton 
threw most of the cases out, 
rejecting what he called 
“spotter” evidence. 

Chief Hill said that he did 
not. know that the de- 
tectives, William Forest 
and Leo Franzi, were spe- 
cial police in Wilmington 
until he heard them testify 
in court. 

Judge Morton declared 
that the detectives had 
practiced deception in ob- 
taining evidence. Without 
supporting testimony from 
regular police officers, he 
could not convict. The long 
day in court was a spectac- 
ular failure for the select- 
men. 

Harold Wilson promptly 
launched an attack on the 
judge. 

“Will take Wilmington 
war to the governor” read 
the front-page headline in 
the Boston Globe two days 
after the court fiasco. 
Wilson sought to have the 
town taken out of the 
Woburn district court. 

The defendants were in- 
dicted, though, and taken 
to trial in Superior Court 
in Cambridge. Only one 
conviction resulted. All the 
other defendants were 
acquitted. . 

The selectmen were not 
happy, and demanded Hill’s 
resignation. He simply 
walked out of the meeting. 

In the 1926 town election 
on March 1, two of the 
three selectmen were re- 
placed, and. Hill won re- 
election as constable. But 
his foes were not out of the 
picture, not by a long shot. 

Later that month, on the 
30th, federal agents and 
state police pulled a large 
raid at a farm on Andover 
Street, North Wilmington.

After the raid, Chief Hill 
cooperated with state po- 
lice developing informa- 
tion. In October, though, 
he was among the 14 peo- 
ple indicted on liquor con- 
spiracy charges. 

The case went to trial in 
Federal District Court just 
after Christmas. A string of 
witnesses testified in sup- 
port of Hill, including 
Judge Morton of the Wo- 
burn District Court. Hill 
had told Morton of several 
attempts to bribe him. Hill 
had been offered $100 plus 
$100 a week to ignore the 
still. Hill said he had tried 
to have the man offering 
the bribe come to his 
house, where there would 
be a witness, but the man 
was wary. 

Hill also said he had told 
a state police corporal 
about the still, saying he 
couldn’t raid it by himself. 

Hill had a lawyer named 
Michael J. Doyle, but other 
defendants had William H. 
Lewis, a former assistant 
attorney general of the 
United States. Lewis was 
the first African-American 
to hold. that position, ap- 


pointed in 1910 by Presi- 
dent Taft. 

As the trial proceeded, 
the criticism of the prohi- 
bition agents grew. As the 
case went to the jury, the 
Globe reported, Lewis al- 
leged that Federal Agent 
Walter Sullivan had been 
taking graft, with. the 
knowledge of his supervi- 
sor. 

“And somebody had to go 
to jail,” he shouted, “and so 
they instituted a wholesale 
prosecution from the poor 
old plumber to the chief of 
police, a good, honest old 
fellow!” 

The jury agreed, freeing 
all the defendants. The 
owner of the farm had 
changed his plea to guilty, 
and another defendant pled 
nolo, no contest. 

A few weeks later, about 
200 Wilmington residents 
gathered: in Grange Hall 
for a reception honoring 
Chief Hill, presenting him 
with $150. On March 7, 
1927, Hill was re-elected, 
along with the selectmen 
who had supported him. 

He remained chief of po- 

~ lice until his death in 1932.

Serious questions about the 
new Tewksbury elementary 
school building project 


To the editor, 

The project for building 
the new Tewksbury elemen- 
tary school on Pleasant St., 
to be built directly on the 
site of the current Doucette 
field, continues to move 
towards the Elementary 
School Building Committee 
goals. The Tewksbury Plan- 
ning Board will be conduct- 
ing an open/public meeting 
on Monday, Nov. 18, 2019 at 
7 p.m., Tewksbury Town 
Hall. Several serious ques- 
tions need to be asked and 
answered. 

Why is the new athletic 
field. scheduled to be built 
FIRST when the primary 
focus of the Pleasant Street 
ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
BUILDING project is to 
build a new elementary 
school for the children? 

The primary purpose of 
building this $97 million 
school complex. was to 
move all the 2nd, 3rd & 4th 
grade students out of the 
current, dilapidated school 
buildings to a new school 
building to provide a safer, 
better learning environ- 
ment! The push to build 
the new school NOW was 
to take advantage of the 
available $37 million reim- 
bursement from the state 
MSBA program which the 
town of Tewksbury quali- 
fied for. 

Why is the athletic field 
being built FIRST, while 
construction costs for the 
new school building contin- 
ue to rise ? 

Even this early in the 
school building plan, be- 
fore any shovel has hit the 
ground, the school build- 
ing budget has already 
been almost $2 million 


Rep. 


OVER: budget, requiring 
several cuts to initial plan 
options, in an attempt to 
stay within the budget. 
This will not be the only 
time that the project runs 
over budget! 

No part of the athletic 
field complex is reim- 
bursed by the state MSBA 
grant, but is financed total- 
ly by the Tewksbury tax- 
payers with the new higher 
tax rate! Why is NON- 
REIMBURSEABLE mon- 
ey (coming directly from 
the taxpayers) being spent 
on the athletic field first, 
when the field may not be 
used for another year? 
(Just so residents know, 
ONLY the synthetic grass 
field is projected to be 
made available for use for 
the fall 2020 football sea- 
son. There will be no 
bleachers, no field house 
(for locker rooms, toilets, 
concession stand), and no 


lights for the fall 2020 sea- " 


son; only the playing field 
surface will be available). 

Also, the athletic field 
will be located behind the 
active construction site of 
the elementary school 
building. What is the point 
of the rush to build the 
field, located in a possibly 
unsafe location ? 

To all Tewksbury resi- 
dents: PLEASE attend the 
Planning Board meeting 
on Monday, Nov. 18, 2019 at 
7 p.m., Tewksbury Town 
Hall, to voice your con- 
cerns on how this project is 
spending your hard earned 
money !

Part 2 on school safety i issues, 
plus local building construction 
appears major across area _

Not too long ago, I was 
at a meeting of Governor 
Charles Baker in which 
he was listing the needs 
of the Commonwealth. In 
addition to a higher level 
of maintenance of the 
MBTA, his number one 
concern was for more 
-housing. 

While I take a look at 
the nearby Town Crier 
area, I look at the line 
from Winchester through 
Burlington and am stun- 
ned at the amount of 
building going on in the 
area. In Winchester, poc- 
kets of construction are 
located in the communi- 
ty, including a large buil- 
ding that is being built off 
Main Street near the cen- 
ter of town; as well as 


considerable construction. 


on the west side of the 
community on the hill 
area on the other side of 
Cambridge Street. Poc- 
kets of Main Street near 
Swanton Street are under 
construction, as well, as 
contractors seem to be 
busy. 

While all of this is not 
the “housing” Governor 
Baker refers, we see con- 
siderable construction ef- 
forts in this area. 

In Woburn, construction 
on the Shannon Farm 
property in the west side 
greets all drivers who 
enter the city from Lex- 
ington as both sides of the 
road show heavy duty con- 
struction activity. Coming 
into the west side of Wo- 
burn off Locust Street, 
housing construction is ex- 
pansive behind the 111 Lo- 


cust St. facility, adjacent 
to the Dr Daniel Joyce 
Middle School. 

Woburn housing con- 
struction seems to be at 
an all time high and I 
am sure would make the 
governor happy. 

Burlington has always 
been out there trying to 
stay ahead of the housing 
and commercial market. 
A drive down Mall Road 
gives you a peak at the 
new so called “District” 
area that gives you more 
restaurants than you 
have time to fit into your 
week. The Mall itself is 
undergoing some added 
construction in place of 
the closing or the former 
stores that departed the 
area. 

While I mention tistse 
communities, other towns 
around us are doing pret- 
ty well to meet the gover- 
nor’s concern. I have only 
touched on a sample of 
the building projects but 
many others could be 
added. 

I do feel that Governor 
Baker would like to see 
some added low income 
housing nearer Boston 
but that may well happen 
if there is an incentive to 
contractors to move in 
that direction as_ the 
growth of the urban 
areas in and around Bos- 
ton has become huge. 


School safety issue 
(Part 2) 


Last week, we covered 
some of the similarities 
around the horrible school 
safety issues of shootings 
and we will continue that 
today. According to re- 
search by two professors, 
Jillian Peterson and James 
Densley of Minnesota 
heading up the Violence 


Project, other factors be- 
yond those mentioned last 


week are significant for 


review. 
Both suggest essential 


“strategies to prevent 


shootings from happen- 
ing in the first place.” 
First, they comment 
there needs to be “the 
mitigation of childhood 
trauma through school- 
based mental health serv- 
ices provided by coun- 
selors and social work- 
ers.” Second, they pro- 
pose “curriculum units on 
positive coping skills, 
resilience and _ social- 
emotional learning, espe- 
cially for young boys.” 

Next, they add, “be 
alert to signals of trouble 
as in 80 percent of cases 
school shooters commu- 
nicated to others that 
they were in crisis, whe- 
ther through a marked 
change in behavior, an 
expression of suicidal 
thoughts or plans or spe- 
cific threats of violence.” 
The suggestion is that 
“all school staff need 
training on picking up 
signs,” according to the 
researchers. They add, 
“when a student makes a 


threat or shares a plan, 


that’s a de facto suicide 
note and should be treat- 
ed as a call for help.” 
Other points made by 
the research team in- 
clude that “schools need 
media literacy curricu- 
lum units to help stu- 
dents more critically as- 
sess what’s on the In- 
ternet and see through 
extremist propaganda.” 
“All adults in the school 
should be trained in ac- 
tive shooter response but 
schools can stop spread- 
ing the script of mass 
violence by protecting 
their students from these

This unique novel kept 
me reading until 3 a.m.

- BOSTON — Following a 
lengthy debate over a 
number of amendments, 
the House of Represen- 
tatives, including Repre- 
sentatives David Robert- 
son, Tram Nguyen, and 
Ken Gordon, voted to allo- 
cate additional resources 
into a number of critical 
areas including local edu- 
‘cation aid, municipal in- 
frastructure, and fighting 
the opioid crisis. 
’ Contributing $400 million 
to the “rainy day fund,” 
the House also invested in 
matching private funds 
for supporting public col- 
leges and universities, as 
well as creating educa- 
tional incentive grants to 
fill a dire shortage of pre- 
school teachers. 
Tewksbury received spe- 
cial attention with the in- 
clusion of $150,000 that was 
previously unused for 


improvements to the Fras-

ca soccer fields. 


marked for the construc- 
tion of an outhouse and 
other facilities; the money 
will be used to support the 
growing soccer and other 
recreational programs that 
use the fields, including 
supporting regional tourna- 
ments often held on site. 
“This budget targeted the 
right areas of the state and 
the district,” said Rep.

The budget also included 
an earmark for $24 million 
dollars in testing for poly- 
fluoroalkyl substances, 
known as PFAS, in public 
drinking water. PFAS's are 
used in a wide variety of 
products and have not 
been manufactured in the 
United States for a long 
time, but due to persist- 
ence have long contami- 
nated local drinking water. 
If exposed to PFAS con- 
sumers can develop thy- 
roid issues, cancers, re- 
duced immune systems, 
and low infant birth 
weights in nursing moth- 
ers. Monitoring of chemi- 
cals is important, especial- 
ly in contaminated areas 
such as the Olin Chemical 
Plant property. 

The budget will next 
head to the Senate for 
approval and modifica- 
tion.

s we begin to make 
preparations for the 
upcoming holiday sea- 
son, many of us skimp 
on sleep as a way to 
have extra time to complete our 
ever growing “to do” list. This 
unknowingly puts ourselves at 
risk, as sleep is one of the most 
important, but often overlooked, 
aspects of healthy living. 

Because sleep deprivation is 
becoming a rapidly growing 
problem in the United States, it 
is not surprising that November 
is National Sleep Comfort 
Month. 

In the pursuit of a healthy 
lifestyle, we make time for regu- 
lar exercise, and try to eat a bal- 
anced diet during our busy day. 
Unfortunately, to compensate 
for not enough hours in the day 
to get things done, many of us 
cut back on sleep every night. 

Studies show that a lack of 
sleep can affect the ability to 
focus and learn new concepts, 
and can cause forgetfulness and 
irritability. 

Sleep deprivation can also 
cause weight gain. A lack of 
motivation and an increase in 
appetite naturally occurs when 
your body does not get the re- 
quired sleep that it needs to 
function normally. 

The Center for Disease Control 
and Prevention recommends a 


. minimum of seven hours a night 


for adults, and 8-12 hours a night 
for children. 

But recent studies done by the 
CDC show that more than a third 
of Americans get less than six 
hours of sleep per night, putting 


people at risk for more frequent 
accidents, unproductivity, rela- 
tionship problems, and health 
risks. — 

So how can you .avoid the ef- 
fects of sleep deprivation, espe- 
cially at this busy time of the 
year? 

Besides the obvious of getting 
to bed earlier, there are several 
things you can do to ensure a 
longer, more restful night of 
sleep. 

Turn off all electronic devices 
at least one hour before bedtime. 
To avoid checking your email 
“one more time” before ‘bed, 
leave your electronics in another 
room for the night. If you use 
your smartphone as an alarm 
clock, do yourself a favor and 
buy an old-fashioned alarm 
clock. They cost under $15, and 
the good night's sleep you will 
get by putting the smartphone 
away will be well worth the 
investment. 

Create a ritual every night be- 
fore bed.

sleep. On a regular basis, your 
body can not make up for a 
week’s worth of lost sleep in one 
night, so, all you really \do is 
throw your natural body clock 
off, making it that much harder 
to get up for work on Monday 
morning. 

The midnight snack is a 
healthy sleep “no-no.” Snacking 
before bedtime is detrimental to 
the quality of your sleep. Get in 
the habit of eating earlier in the 
evening. If you are feeling hun- 
gry late at night, it might just be 
your body telling you it is tired, 
and needs more energy to keep 
going. You most likely need 
more sleep, not food, to fill your 
body's cravings. 

Turn the thermostat down at 
night. You will sleep better in a 
cooler room with an extra blan- 
ket on the bed, and you also get 
the extra bonus of energy cost 
savings. 

It is also important to make 
sure your mattress and pillow 
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are working for you and not 
against you. 

The Better Sleep Council rec- 
ommends replacing your mat- 
tress every 7-10 years, depend- 
ing on comfort and support. So 
if you are often restless through- 
out the night, or wake up with 
aches and pains that you didn’t 
have before you went to bed, it 
might be time for a new mat- 
tress. 

You would never walk around 


all day in shoes that didn’t fit . 


you correctly, so don’t try to 
sleep all night on a pillow that is 
not right for you, either. 

There are many different types 
of pillows on the market with 
different fillings and cooling 
technologies. Most pillows are 
made for a specific type of 
sleeper (side, stomach or back 
sleeper) and range in firmness. 
Don’t be afraid to spend some 
time in the store and try out pil- 
lows before you purchase to 
ensure a “good fit.” 


Try to declutter your mind a 
half hour before bedtime. Don’t 
pay bills, go over your unfin- 
ished Christmas shopping list, 
or deal with a stressful work or 
relationship problem right be- 
fore bedtime. — 

Avoid watching TV shows that 
are action packed, violent, or 
too mentally stimulating before 
bedtime. 

If you suffer with ongoing 
sleeplessness or insomnia, you 
may want to consult your doctor 
or a sleep specialist to rule out 
any underlying health issues. 

Don’t burn the candle at both 
ends this holiday season. Cut- 
ting back on much needed rest 
will only make you less produc- 
tive, cranky, and reaching for 
another Christmas cookie more 
often than you would like. 

During this National Sleep 
Comfort month, you can take 
time to enjoy the holidays by 
first making time for a good 
night’s sleep.

“This weekend as you 
change your clocks, check 
your alarms,” said State 
Fire Marshal Peter J. Os- 
troskey. “Working smoke 
alarms are key to surviv- 
ing a fire. This is a good 

‘time of year to. replace 
regular batteries in your 
alarms, to test them, and 
to check for their birth- 
dates. If they are more 
than 10-years old, replace 
the entire alarm,” he ad- 
ded. 


Replace Aging 
Smoke Alarms 
“Smoke alarms, like 
other household appli- 
ances, don’t last forever,” 
said Chief Dennis Con- 
don, president of the 
Fire Chiefs’ Association 
of Massachusetts. “Every 
10 years the entire alarm 
needs to be replaced, not 
just the batteries,” he 
added. Carbon monoxide 
alarms usually need to 
be replaced after 5-7. 


Replacement Alarms 
Should be Photoelectric 
With 10-year 
Sealed Batteries 
The state fire code re- 
quires replacement bat- 
tery-operated smoke 
alarms in older one- and 
two-family homes to be 
photoelectric and have 10- 
year, sealed, non-replace- 
able, non-rechargeable 
batteries and a hush fea- 

ture, Ostroskey said. 
“Fire officials hope that 

if we make smoke alarms 

easier for people to main- 


tain, they will take care. 


of them. We see too many 
disabled smoke alarms 
in fires when people real- 
ly needed them to work.” 


Time Is Your Enemy 
in a Fire 

“Time is your enemy in 
a fire. Working smoke 
alarms give you precious 
time to use your home 
escape plan before poi- 
sonous gases and heat 
make escape impossible,” 
said Ostroskey. 

Condon said, “No one 
expects to be a victim of 
a fire, but the best way 
to survive one that does 
occur is to have working 
smoke alarms.” 

‘In the average house 
fire, there are only 1-3 
minutes to escape AFTER 
the smoke alarm sounds. 

He added, “Take a few 
minutes to protect those 
you love by changing the 
batteries in your smoke 
alarms this weekend. 
Then take a step stool and 
some 9-volts to your par- 
ents’ or older neighbor’s 
and ask if you can refresh 
their smoke alarms.” 


Senior SAFE 

240 fire departments 
across the state have 
grant-funded Senior SAFE 
Programs. Seniors who 
need help testing, main- 
taining or replacing 
smoke alarms should 
contact their local fire 
department or senior 
center for assistance. 

Ostroskey said, “Four out 
of every 10 people who died 
in fires last year were over 
65. We want our seniors to 
be safe from fire in their 
own homes.”

¢ The front gates into 
1042 Main St. may no open 
prior to 7 a.m., and trucks 
entering the property may 
not idle on the site for 
longer than five minutes;

¢ Onyx Construction is 
required to install video 
cameras, equipped with a 
live-feed, which will re- 
cord all activity by the 
industrial scale. Those re- 
cordings must be main- 
tained for at least 60 days 
and any such footage must 
be provided to Building In- 
spector Thomas Quinn 
upon request; 

¢ All heavy vehicle oper- 
ators must adhere to state 
regulations regarding how 
material loads must be 
secured in order to prevent 
debris from falling onto 
local streets and causing 
safety hazards;

Late last spring, the buil- 
ding commissioner issued 
a cease-and-desist order 
to Woburn 38 after discov- 
ering that Onyx Construc- 
tion had posted advertise- 
ments that invited land- 
scapers and other aggre- 


gate materials customers 
to purchase their products 
directly from 1042 Main St. 

At the time, the Acton- 
based excavation contrac- 
tor was just weeks into a 
massive earthworks opera- 
tion that involves extensive 
blasting activity and the 
use of heavy machinery to 
grind down that stone into 
aggregate materials. 

Per a 2015 ruling by the 
state's Housing Appeals 
Committee (HAC), the pre- 
construction site work 
phase of the housing proj- 
ect is expected to last 
roughly two years. 

Explaining his order to 
Woburn 38 Development 
and Onyx officials, Quinn 
declared the sale of crush- 
ed stone — even if the ar- 
rangements solely involved 
the pickup of those prod- 
ucts — as akin to running a 
quarry or retail sales oper- 
ation. Each of those busi- 
nesses, the building com- 
missioner insisted, were 
prohibited uses within the 
underlying residential zon- 
ing district. 

In its subsequent appeal, 
Haverty claimed the HAC's 
2015 decision supersedes 
Woburn's zoning regula- 
tions and granted his client 
permission to sell any pro- 
cessed stone. 

Last June, during an in- 
troductory administrative 
hearing regarding the ap- 
peal, the ZBA scoffed at 
that contention by deman- 
ding the lawyer highlight 
a single sentence in the 
HAC decision that granted 
those rights. Given that 
derision, Haverty quickly 
agreed to shelve that as- 
pect of the appeal.

Woburn ZBA OKs third-party to haul away stone from Ledges

Paul Haverty to prepare a 
draft decision with condi- 
tions, expects to render a 
final vote regarding ‘the 
Ledges at Woburn matter 
during it next meeting on

The lone dissenter during 
the recent City Hall gath- 
ering was ZBA member 
Robert Parrish, who rea- 
soned that allowing third-

comprehensive permit for 
the 168-unit housing proj- 
ect, the state officials pre- 
dicted no more than 60 
dump trucks would be. vis- 
iting the site each day. 

"The HAC, all through the 
legal documents, show 60 
trips. If you're going to get 
to 90 or even 75 [per day], 
I'm going to say that's a 
substantial change," said 
Parrish. 


Zoning infraction 
end-around 

The legal distinction 
made by the ZBA late last 
week is a discretionary rul- 
ing that needed to be 
addressed as the ZBA con- 
siders whether to override 
an. order forbidding Wo- 
burn 38 Development from 
selling processed rock di- 
rectly from the active 
North Woburn construc- 
tion site. 

Late last spring, Buil- 


ding Commissioner Thom- 
as Quinn issued the cease- 
and-desist paperwork af- 
ter discovering that Onyx 
Construction had posted 
advertisements that invit- 
ed landscapers and other 
aggregate materials cus- 
tomers to purchase their 
products directly from 
1042 Main St. 

At the time, the Acton- 
based excavation contrac- 
tor was just weeks into a 
massive earthworks oper- 
ation that involves exten- 
sive blasting activity and 
the use of heavy machin- 
ery to grind down that 
stone into aggregate mate- 
rials, 

Per the 2015: HAC deci- 
sion, the pre-construction 
site work phase of the 
housing project is expected 
to last roughly two years. 

Explaining his order to 
Woburn 38 Development 
and Onyx officials, Quinn 
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declared the sale of 
crushed stone — even if 
the arrangements solely 
involved the pickup of 
those products — was akin 
to running a quarry or 
retail sales operation. 
Each of those businesses, 
the building commissioner 
insisted, were prohibited 
uses within the underlying 
residential zoning district. 

In its subsequent appeal, 
Haverty claimed the HAC's 
2015 decision supersedes 
Woburn's zoning regula- 
tions and granted his client 
permission to sell any pro- 
cessed stone.

AMHERST - Amherst

After a bye week, Rams gearing up for playoff run

BILLERICA - Even 
before the post-season 
gets underway, it has been 
a season to remember for 
the Shawsheen Tech 
Football team. 

‘After winning back-to- 
back CAC titles in 2016 
and 2017, the Rams suf- 
fered through a 4-7 record 
last season for their first 
losing season since 2013. 
But they responded this 
year with the program’s 
best regular season recent 
memory, going 6-0 on the 
campaign as they prepare 
to host CAC rival 
Northeast Metro Tech in 
the first round of the 
MIAA Division 6 North 
playoffs at 6:30 on Friday 
night at the Charles H. 
Lyons Athletic Complex. 
The perfect regular sea- 
son earned the Rams the 
number one seed in the 
Division 6 North bracket 
while Northeast comes in 
as the No. 8 seed with a 
record of 2-5. 

While Northeast will 
bring a subpar record into 


- lead, 


their matchup with the 
undefeated Rams, 
Shawsheen knows first- 
hand just what a difficult 
opponent the Knights can 
be. 

Shawsheen and 
Northeast have already 
met once this season, with 
the Rams prevailing in a 
40-30 thriller in Wakefield 
back on October 4. In that 
game, the Rams raced out 
to a 33-14 third quarter 
only to see the 
Knights battle back to 
close within 33-30 before 
the Rams closed it out 
with a late touchdown to 
seal the win. 

“That was a_- great 
game,” Shawsheen coach 
Al Costabile said. “And 
we wouldn’t expect it to be 
any different this time 
around. Both teams 
moved the ball pretty well 
the first time we faced 
each other. Both offenses 
played very well.” 

Playing particularly well 
for Shawsheen in that first 
matchup was junior run- 
ning back Diondre Turner 
of Wilmington, who had 
112 yards rushing the 


three touchdowns on the 
night, while sophomore 
running back Dylan 
Timmons of Wilmington 
also had a touchdown and 


senior wide receiver 
Josiah Martinez of 
Wilmington had four 


catches for 96 yards and a 
touchdown. 

Northeast meanwhile, 
countered with a running 
game that piled up 219 
yards on the ground, led 
by 83 yards by Josh 
Yandall and one touch- 
down run each by running 
backs Treva Hughes, 
Steve Donnelly and 
Shayne Belliveau, along 
with a touchdown run by 
quarterback Owen Halley. 

As great. as that first 
game was, and as much 
as Costabile is expecting 
another tight game this 
time around, he is also 
hoping that they are able 
to contain the powerful 
Northeast: offense in the 
rematch. 

“T think both teams want 
to tighten things up defen- 
sively,” Costabile said. “I 
don’t think either team 
wants to allow the kind of 


offense that we saw in the 
last game. I think it will 
be a lower scoring game 
this time around.” 

The winner of Friday’s 
game will take on the win- 
ner of another first round 
matchup between No. 4 
seed Stoneham and No. 5 
seed Austin Prep in the 
sectional semifinals. 

If Shawsheen’ wins 
against Northeast, they 
will host next week’s 
game as well against the 
winner of 
Stoneham/Austin Prep, 
but Costabile is looking no 
further than Friday 
night’s matchup. Their 
regular season may have 
been outstanding, but 
Costabile knows it matters 
very little now that the 
post season has begun. 

“We feel good about 
where we are. We feel 
really good about the 
strides we made this year, 
especially after last sea- 
son,” Costabile said. “But 
now it is time to produce 
in the second season, and 
that starts on Friday 
night.”

possible. In a process such 
as this, many people have 
different thoughts of what 
makes up an "Athlete of 
the Decade" whether peo- 
ple factor more on accom- 
plishments in high school, 
in college, both, or 
whether or not the athlete 
played one sport, two or 
even more than that? It 
seems like everyone 
weighs these thoughts dif- 
ferently when casting 
their votes. 

Putting something like 
this together is never 
easy, so in a brief summa- 
ry, I chose the panel, the 
nominations, did the back- 
ground checks on each 
candidate and sent the 
packets out to each person 
on the two panels. They 
then ranked each candi- 
date on a point system 
from their top to bottom, 
and then obviously from 
there the candidate with 
the most points is selected 
as the winner. In case of 
tiebreakers, the person 
with more first, second, 
third, etc., votes wins out. 

In Tewksbury, all. three 
categories had ten candi- 
dates, but in Wilmington, 
it was different with eight 
coaches and eight female 
athletes and then eleven 
male athletes. 

My guidelines for the 
nominees were pretty sim- 
ple: the athletes had to 
graduate from _ either 
Wilmington, Tewksbury or 
Shawsheen Tech (from 
Wilmington or 
Tewksbury). No athletes 
would were on the list 
back in 1999 were eligible. 
In terms of coaches, only 
those who coached at the 
three schools were eligi- 
ble. 

In terms of accomplish- 
ments/accolades, the 
panel voted on what the 
coaches and athletes did 
from January 1, 2010 to 
September 1, 2019.

Austin Prep breaks ground 
on new athletic complex 


Austin Prep held a cere- 
monial groundbreaking on 
Monday, October 2ist, 
marking the start of con- 
struction on what will be a. 
new athletic complex on 
the lower fields of cam- 
pus. Headmaster James 
Hickey, Ph.D. was joined 
by Dan Bouchard, Chair 
of the Board of Trustees, 
other members of the 
Board of Trustees, Austin 
Prep students and mem- 
bers of the school commu- 
nity for the event. 

“Today is a big day for 
Austin Prep,” Hickey said 
to those in attendance. “It 
is the culmination of two 
years of hard behind the 
scenes work with the 
Town of Reading, Quirk 
Construction, and donors 
to make this project a 
reality. I also want to 
thank Austin Prep parents 
from the Town of Reading, 
who supported the school 
at the Zoning Board of 


Appeals hearing last 
week.” 

The project will be man- 
aged by Quirk 


Construction Corporation, 
a full-service construction 


company specializing in 
athletics facilities. The 
company’s CEO, David 
Quirk, is an Austin Prep 
alumnus, who has credit- 
ed his business success to 
what he learned as a stu- 
dent at Austin Prep. 

The groundbreaking sig- 
nified the beginning of 
work on a new synthetic 
turf baseball and soccer 
field complex to replace 
existing grass fields. The 
plans also call for the cre- 
ation of six new tennis 
courts to replace the exist- 
ing courts located in front 
of the school, along with 
drainage improvements, 
bleachers, an electronic 
scoreboard, a press box, 
dugouts, storage facilities, 
walkways, fences and 
lights. The new bleachers 
will be handicap accessi- 
ble with seating capacity 
for 194 people. 

Mike Bravo, a member 
of the school’s Board of 
Trustees and parent of a 
current and recently grad- 
uated Austin Prep stu- 
dent, noted the signifi- 
cance of the campus addi- 
tions. 


“Today’s ceremony is 
another very important 
step forward in the Austin 
Prep journey,” Bravo said. 
“The new complex will 
provide a state-of-the-art 
facility where student-ath- 
letes can further engage 
in the personal challenge, 
self-development and 
team comradery that ath- 
letics offer. It will be a 
venue where lasting mem- 
ories are made, and will 
serve as another way to 
unite the whole Austin 
Prep community ' around 
this facet of student life.” 
The lower field project is 
the next phase in the 
development of athletic 
facilities at Austin Prep. 
Four years ago, the school 
completed work on a 
multi-purpose stadium 
project at the center of 
campus. Once the lower 
fields project is complete, 
the school plans to begin 
construction on the upper 
fields on campus, which 
will include a new softball 
complex and expanded 
parking.

Her search turned 
up the Worcester 
‘ Polytechnic Institute. 
“Actually, there were 
‘three aspects I was look- 
ing for in a college and 
“WPI was the only school I 
“could find that offered all 
“three,” Sullivan explained.

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“Along with an engineer- 
ing program and a school 
that. welcomed student- 
athletes, I wanted to have 
the option to study 
abroad.” 

Sullivan also received 
sound advice from a for- 
mer Wilmington team- 


mate and_ second-year 
WPI student, Amanda 
Richards. 


“Amanda was two years 
ahead when we played 
field hockey at 
Wilmington,” Sullivan 
said. “She went on to WPI 
and told me good things 
about her experience 
there. When I arrived at 
WPI, we reunited as field 
hockey teammates until 
she graduated.” 

Much like her high 
school field hockey experi- 
ence, Sullivan had to earn 
her keep with the WPI 
Engineers. As a freshman, 
she saw little playing time 
and as she described it, 
needed to work on “speed, 
stick work, and adjust to 
the differences in the col- 
lege game.” But before 
long, she assumed a start- 
ing role and over time, 
contributed significantly 
to the team’s success. 

“Bridget has been an 


important part of our pro- 
gram since arriving in her 
freshman year,” said WPI 
Coach Lisa Moreau. “She 
has been instrumental in 
changing the culture of 
our team. She is unselfish 
and always puts the team 
first. She is an incredibly 
hard worker and: has got- 
ten better every year. This 
year, she has the distinct 
honor of being one of our 
captains.” 

Coach Moreau preferred 
not to discuss individual 
statistics, stating that “we 
win and lose as a team 
and don’t care about who 
scores as long as it is 
WPI.” Certainly, a valid 
sentiment but the coach 
couldn’t deny that at least 
two of her team’s wins can 
be directly attributed to 
Sullivan. In the midst of 
scoring 9-goals this year, 
the senior captain scored 
the only goal in each of 
the 1-0 shutout wins over 
Springfield and Smith. 

WPI (14-2), has a pair. of 
regular season games 
remaining, and is in the 
midst of preparing for the 
NEWMAC Tournament 
which commences on 
November 5. Much like 
Watertown was the key

rival while she played for 
WHS, Sullivan points to 
MIT as the nemesis in the 
college ranks. 

“After missing the tour- 
nament in my early years 
with WPI, we made it last 
year but were knocked out 
by MIT,” Sullivan said. 


“We also lost to MIT by a ‘ 


goal two weeks ago. 
Honestly, it could have 
gone either way. I think 
we’re the better team and 
if we see them in the post- 


season again, we'll beat ° 


them.” 
Sullivan’s extensive sup- 
port network includes 


older brother Brendan, 
fraternal twin _ sister 
Maeve, who is a track and 
cross country runner at 
Babson College, younger 
sister Maura, who is cur- 
rently a senior at WHS, 
and parents Mark and 
Maura. 

“Bridget is so humble 
and deserves every good 
thing that comes her way,” 
said her father, Mark. 
“Her discipline and deter- 
mination has brought suc- 
cess both on the field and 
in the classroom. It is not 
easy to excel in a rigorous 
WPI engineering program 
and lead the field hockey 


team but she does it all. 
We could not be more 
proud of her.” 

Soon, Sullivan will hold 
in her enthusiastic hands 
an engineering degree and 
has her heart set on 
launching a career in the 
San Diego area, where her 
brother Brendan currently 
makes his home.
